If there be a Hardhip onany fide, and 


an Equivalent is offer’d, there can be no In- 


jeftice; Iknow very few things in the 
World, but what may be made up with E- 


r quivalents, fuch as Life, Virginity, Ho-

nour and Eternity; all Matters of Value 
between Man and Man are reparable-—— 
If therefore neceffary Clafhings happen in 
the prefent Interefts of the two Kingdoms, 
and the Doétrine of Equalities cannot run 


_ shro’ every Article, the Treaters without 
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Queftion hit upon the beft Medium in the 
World, Viz. An Equivalent-———- To fay 
an Equivalent cannot be given, . is to talk 
Nonfence, and argue againft Demonftra- 
tion ; Money is an Equivalent to all Kinds 
of Value; and difcounting Advantages, all 
things in the World may be brought to aParr 
—wWeight for Iaches, fays the Horfeman ; 
fo Money for Difcount, fays the Meschant, 
Payment for Rebate, Value for Value, pro 
Rato, a: the Merchant calls it, is always an 
Equivalent, 

Tis true, that thefe Equivalents refpe& 
principally, Trade, Taxes, and all Sorts of 
Payment, and in this Refpe& the Union 
has been very well confider’ds but that is 
not my prefent Purpole. 

Tam now upon exartining the State of 
the Union, refpe&ting the Church on cake 
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hand 3 and asI caanot but think, thereis an 
Equivalent in the Securities on either hand 5 
I am very forry to fee fo many Gentlemen 
uneafie about the Affairs of the Church on 
either fide—And I fhall examine the Cafe 
more particularly, asto Scotland firft, not 
only becaufe it is firft inthe Treaty, but 
becaufe the Objeétions there, have been a 
little unexpected, 

Ihave always thought the Clamours at 
the Church of Scotland, and its Settlement, 
unreafonable and fevere—— When I have 
heard fo much of the Violence of her Mem- 
bers, their hot Spirits, their Fury, and their 
Perfecution; indeed, I thought, whenI 
came among them, to find fome Footfteps 
cf fuch things, too plain to be hid 
And that there could not have been all that 
Smoak, without fome Fire. 

But when I come to find, that there are 
Numbers of Epifcopal Clergy, who in Scot 
and, by the Connivence and Tendernefs 
of the Presbyterian Kirk, hold their Church- 
es, tho’ they remain Epifcopal, and as to 
their Eftablifhments Unorthodox, if that 
Word fhall be allow’d me. 

When I come to fee, there are Epifcopal 
Meetings or Conventicles in every Part of 
Scotland, and twice as many, as there are 
Churches: in the City of Edinburgh, who 
receive no manner of Difturbauce from the 
Kirk or the Government. 

When I confider, that the Minifters in 
thefe Churches or Meeting-houles, neither 
take the Oaths, ner pray for che QUEEN, 
and fome openly fur King Fimes VIM. 

When I coniider, that in f.veral Parts 
of the Kingdom, where the cuted Epifco- 
pal Minifters have been poor and reduc’d, 
the Presbyterians,both Minifters and People, 
have contributed largely to thzir Support. 

When I faw thefe things, I cc uld noc but 
own the Kirk of Scotland to he the moft 
abufed People in the World, in the feveral 
Charges of Perfecution and Vinience upon 
the Diffenting Epifcopal Clergy uf Scotland. 

Perhaps Vivlences, Tumults, and Rab- 
ble may have made Excurfions on both fides, 
and invading Churches kas been an Error, 
the Gentlemen, 1 prefume, will notdefend 

—But I am {peaking in PON acetate 
vrasa Kirk and an eftabjifb’d Power, 1 
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confefs, I have feen nothing of it there. 
The Epifcopal Men enjoy their Liberty, — 
they preach openly, they are not impos’d 
upon, no not in the fame things, in which — 
the Difenters in England are oblig’d 5 but — 
go on unmolefied, without owning that 
Government, under which they enjoy the 
‘Liberty they have. 4 
This is much more than the Diffenters in — 
England enjoy, or than they feek. Well, 
Gentlemen, all chis Clamour will ceafeand 
die, and all thofe of the Epifcopal Part, who — 
will conform tothe Government, will be — 
let alone as totheir Religion,and may go on | 
their Way. . 
But fay the Patriots of the Scots Kirk, we 
are not {ecure of this; you tell us of Ad- 
vantages and Securities: We in Scotlindare — 
not eafie under the Security of our Treaty, 
and till that is gotover, how can we unite? — 
I have aniwer’d this at large, and 
thought, I had done with it; but fince 
thofe Traéts have noc feen the World in fo - 
extencied a manner as this may, I crave — 
vaveto repeat the Difcourfe, which Thope, 7 
fhall not be unfeafonable. a 
Before | enter upon this Subjeét, Ithink 

it proper, however, to premife, to prevent — 
the Umbrage ot any; that I know no Are 
ticle of the Union for the Church of Scot+ — 
land, but whatis pzrticalarly applicable to — 
the Church of England, and-the Security 
being mutual, 1 claimto be underftocd in — 
a Senfe fuicable to both; and if any Man 
takes me otherwife, he wili dome wrong. — 
The Defign of this Treaty is Univ ; it 
could not b2a Union in the receiv’d Na- — 
tion of the Word, if there were noc mutual — 
Securities ——— All Manner of Union mat _ 
depend upon Equalities, and mutiial Secu- 
rity is the fir that can be thought of 5 if 
one tide were fafe, the other expas’d 5 it 
one upperinoft, the other depreie'd 5 this 
would be Subje€tion, noc Unica ——*Tipa 
Balance mult make a Union, or it car ne- 
ver merit that Name, and this Ballance mut _ 
confift of Equalities or Equivalents, and — 
this is the meer Nature and Subftance of — 
the Union. ae 
Now, if the Union cannot be made wich- _ 
out Equalities, it cannut be, but both the — 
refpeétive Narional Eftablifhments muft be _ 
fecur’d.
